LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
PRIVATE BILLS 








Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 
100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 
(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 
(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 













Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done.

Now know ye that by these presents We 
do order and proclaim that the area of 
land hereinafter described and the resi- 
dents therein shall, on, from, and after 
the date hereof, be incorporated as a 
regional district under the said Municipal 
Act and under and subject to the provi- 
sions hereinafter contained or referred 
to:— 

Division I—Constitution 

1. The regional district shall be called 
and known by the name and style of the 
“Regional District of Alberni-Clayoquot.” 

2. The regional district shall comprise 
all that tract of land and land covered by 
water hereinafter described: Commenc- 
ing at the north-west corner of Section 30, 
Township 2, Clayoquot Land District, be- 
ing a point on the westerly shore of Van- 
couver Island; thence easterly along the 
northerly boundaries of Sections 30 and 
29 and continuing easterly along the 
northerly boundary of Special Timber Li- 
cence 1162P to the north-east corner 
thereof; thence due north to the height 
of land dividing two unnamed creeks flow- 
ing south-westerly into Escalant River; 
thence north-easterly along the said height 
of land to the summit of Albermarle 
Mountain; thence easterly along the 
southerly boundary of the watershed of 
the streams flowing into Muchalat Inlet, 
the southerly boundary of the watershed 
of Burman River, the northerly boundary 
of the watershed of Moyeha River, and 
the northern boundary of the watershed 
of Bedwell River; thence continuing east- 
erly to and along the northerly boundary 
of the watershed of the streams flowing 
into Great Central Lake to the westerly 
boundary of the watershed of Ash River;

3. The member municipalities of the 
regional district are as follows:— 

(a) Municipalities: Corporation of the 

City of Alberni, Corporation of the 
City of Port Alberni, The Corpora- 
tion of the Village of Tofino, The 
Corporation of the Village of Uclue- 
let, Beaver Creek Improvement Dis- 
trict, Cherry Creek Waterworks 
District. 

(b) Electoral areas: Electoral Areas A, 
B, C, and D, the boundaries of 
which are described in Appendix A 
attached hereto. 

4. The population deemed to be a vot- 

ing unit is 2,000. 

5. On or before the date of the first 
meeting of the Regional Board, as herein- 
after provided, the Councils of the mem- 
ber municipalities, other than electoral 
areas, shall appoint their requisite Direc- 
tor or Directors, who shall hold office 
until the 31st day of January, 1967, or 
until their respective successors are ap- 
pointed, whichever is the later. 

6. The first elected Directors to repre- 
sent the electoral areas shall be elected in 
the year 1966 as hereinafter provided, 
and until such Directors take office, the 
following persons are appointed Directors 
to represent the electoral areas: Electoral 
Area A—Frank Whitehead Steuart; Elec- 


toral Area B—Edwin Joseph Webb; Elec- 
toral Area C—Paul Kimola; Electoral 
Area D—Ronald Hess. 

7. The election of the first elected 
Directors to represent the electoral areas 
shall be conducted in the manner pro- 
vided for annual elections by the Munici- 
pal Act, and, except as otherwise herein 
provided, the provisions of the Municipal 
Act apply, mutatis mutandis, to the first 
election. 

8. The term of office of each first 
elected Director runs until noon on the 
Ist day of February, 1968, or until his 
successor is sworn in, whichever is the 
later. 

9. The persons qualified to vote at the 
election of the first elected Directors shall 
be those persons whose names appear on 
the current list of electors for the election 
of School Trustees for the school district 
in which the electoral area is situated or, 
if no such list is extant, those persons who 
can qualify to have their names entered 
on such a list. 

10. Any person other than a corpora- 
tion who is qualified to vote under para- 
graph 9 of these Letters Patent is quali- 
fied to be nominated, elected, and to hold 
office as an elected Director for an elec- 
toral area, provided he is an owner of 
land in that electoral area. 

11. The Returning Officer for each 
electoral area at the election of the first 
elected Directors shall be the Secretary 
of the regional district. 

12. The Returning Officer may appoint 
such Deputy Returning Officers as are 
required to preside at the respective poll- 
ing-places and otherwise arrange for the 
holding of the first election. 

13. Nominations for elected Directors 
to represent the electoral areas for the 
first election shall be held for each elec- 
toral area at such place or places as de- 
termined by the Returning Officer on 
Monday, the 30th day of May, 1966, 
from ten o’clock in the forenoon until 
twelve o’clock noon. 

14. The polling, if any, at the first 
election for each electoral area shall be 
held at the place or places to be deter- 
mined by the Returning Officer on Satur- 
day, the 11th day of June, 1966, from 
eight o’clock in the forenoon to eight 
o’clock in the afternoon. 

i5. The first meeting of the Regional 
Board shall be held on Tuesday, the 3rd 
day of May, 1966, at eight o’clock in 
the afternoon at the City Hall, City of 
Alberni. 


16. The sums of money which may be 
borrowed to meet the current lawful ex- 
penditures of the regional district in the 
year 1966 shall be as determined by the 
Inspector of Municipalities. 


17. Notwithstanding sections 172 and 
223 of the Municipal Act, any by-law 
pursuant to section 783 or 785 of that 
Act which has received third reading at a 
meeting of the Regional Board may be 
adopted at the same meeting, provided 
the motion for adoption receives the af- 
firmative vote of a majority of all the 
Directors having among them the ma- 
jority of all the votes. This provision 
applies on and from the date of the 
incorporation of the regional district. 


Division II—Contract Services 


1. The regional district may undertake 
any work or service for and on behalf of 
any member municipality, other than an 
electoral area, or on behalf of an im- 
provement district, upon such terms and 
conditions as are mutually agreed upon, 
provided such work or service is within 
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the powers of the municipality or the 
improvement district, and provided that 
the entire cost of any such work or ser- 
vice shall be borne by the municipality 
or improvement district concerned. 


Division I11.—Local Works and Services 


1. With respect to that part of the 
regional district not within a city, district, 
town, or village, the regional district has 
all the powers of a district municipality 
under Part XVI of the Municipal Act 
except sections 589 and 590, and provi- 
sions of the said Part, except sections 589 
and 590, apply mutatis mutandis. 


Division IV .—Study 

1. The Regional Board has the power 
to study and consider what functions 
might be undertaken by the regional dis- 
trict with respect to or on behalf of any 
or all of the member municipalities and 
the basis of sharing the cost of any such 
function and study and consider the 
boundaries of the regional district and the 
boundaries of the electoral areas therein, 
and to recommend any changes to the 
Letters Patent incorporating the regional 
district as are deemed necessary and 
advisable.

be hereafter incorporated therein. 

Electoral Area B.—Commencing at the point 
of intersection of the middle line of Alberni 
Inlet with the westerly boundary of the Esqui- 
malt and Nanaimo Railway Company’s land 
grant; thence in a general northerly direction 
along the said middle line of Alberni Inlet to a 
point thereon which lies due west of the south- 
west corner of District Lot 1, Alberni District, 
being a point on the high-water mark of Alberni 
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Inlet, on the westerly shore thereof; thence east 
to a point 880 feet perpendicularly distant west- 
erly from the said high-water mark of Alberni 
Inlet; thence in a general northerly direction 
880 feet perpendicularly distant westerly from 
and parallel to the said high-water mark of Al- 
berni Inlet, on the easterly shore thereof, to a 
point due east of the most southerly point on 
the southerly boundary of that part of District 


Lot 5 which lies to the north of Johnstone 
Island; thence west to the said most southerly 
point; thence in a general northerly direction 


along the said southerly boundary of that part 
of District Lot 5 which lies to the north of

Electoral Area C—Commencing at the south- 
east corner of Lot 77, Clayoquot Land District, 
being a point on the westerly shore of Alberni 
Inlet; thence westerly along the southerly bound- 
ary of Lot 77 produced to the southerly bound- 
ary of the watershed of Nahmint River; thence 
north-westerly along said boundary and continu- 
ing along the westerly boundary of the water- 
shed of the streams flowing into Sproat and 
Great Central Lakes to the easterly boundary of 
the watershed of Bedwell River; thence north- 
erly and westerly along said boundary, and con- 
tinuing westerly to and along the northerly
